As  directed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  a Memorandum 
to  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  I have  to  submit  the  report  of  the 
Sanitary  State  of  the  District  for  the  year  1952.

— Llynyfan  has  a storage  capacity  at  the  intake 
works  of  approximately  200,000,000  gallons,  and  the  Council  are 
under  an  obligation  to  supply  680,000  gallons  of  water  per  day  as 
compensation  water  to  the  River  Towy  Fisheries  Board  by  the 
Llanelly  Rural  District  Water  Act,  1912.

No  flooding  was  reported  during  the  year  at  Bryngwyn  Row, 
Dafen.  The  improvement  works  carried  out  by  the  Engineer  in 
previous  year  appears  to  have  proved  effective. 

The  Dafen  River  continues  to  be  a matter  of  concern  to  my 
Department  in  regard  to  the  amount  of  crude  sewage  that  is  dis- 
charged into  the  stream  and  work  of  cleaning  the  bed  of  the  river 
has  had  to  be  regularly  carried  out.  The  Engineer  is  preparing  a 
scheme  for  reconstruction  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Halfway, 
which  when  completed  will  result  in  the  improvement  of  the  above 
conditions.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  1949 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

Rodent  Control  is  now  carried  out  under  the  provisions  of  the 
above  Act,  which  became  operative  on  the  31st  March,  1950.  One 
full-time  operative  being  employed. 

The  number  of  premises  treated  during  the  year  is  as  follows  : —

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All  the  sewerage  systems  and  sewage  disposal  works,  in  com- 
mission in  your  area  were  also  tested  in  accordance  with  the  pre- 
scribed method  laid  down  in  the  regulation  and  were  found  to  be 
entirely  free  of  any  infestation  by  rats. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASE 

There  were  no  serious  epidemics  of  infectious  disease  during  the 
year.  Measles  was  prevalent  during  the  early  months,  but  there 
were  no  deaths  caused  by  this  disease. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  no  notified  cases  of  food 
poisoning.  There  were,  however,  during  the  summer  months  seven 
cases  of  bacillary  dysentery.  The  infecting  organism  in  all  cases  was 
Bac.  Dysenteriae  Sonne.  Three  of  the  patients  were  from  Hendy, 
two  from  Pontyberem  and  one  from  Carway  and  Trimsaran.  Despite 
investigations,  no  source  of  infection  was  discovered. 

Paratyphoid  fever  was  prevalent  in  South  Wales  during  the 
summer  months  and  early  autumn.  Only  one  case — a schoolgirl  of 
14  years  from  the  Halfway  area  of  Llanelly — occurred  in  the  Rural 
District.  Detailed  investigations  failed  to  reveal  the  source  of 
infection. 

Detailed  statistics  of  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  in  1952 
and  previous  years  are  given  in  Tables  I.,  III.,  IV.  and  V.  at  the  end 
of  the  report. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  has  been  notified  in  the  district  since  1947. 
The  Carmarthenshire  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  arrange- 
ments for  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  vaccination  against 
small  pox. 

A close  co-operation  was  maintained  with  the  School  Medical 
Officer  when  cases  of  infectious  diseases  occurred  among  school- 
children. 

All  bacteriological  work  for  the  department  was  done  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen.  The  bacteriologist,  Dr. 
Kwantes  gave  every  assistance  to  the  officials  of  the  department  in 
their  investigations  of  cases  and  contacts  of  infectious  diseases. 

Tuberculosis  remains  a serious  problem  in  the  area.  In  recent 
years  the  death  rate  has  declined  appreciably  but  there  has  been  no 
similar  decline  in  the  number  of  new  cases.  Every  new  notified 
case  was  visited  by  the  Health  Visitor  of  the  Carmarthenshire  County 
Council  and  a copy  of  her  report  on  the  home  conditions  and  possible 
sources  of  infection  was  examined  by  the  district  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  The  Rural  District  Council  granted  generous  additional 


housing  points  to  all  tuberculous  families  who  were  overcrowded  or 
living  in  unsatisfactory  conditions.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  a special 
invitation  was  sent  to  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  of  the  Welsh 
Regional  Hospital  Borad.  The  invitation  was  accepted  and  arrange- 
ments were  made  for  the  visit  of  a unit  to  the  Rural  District  during 
January  and  February  of  1953.
